Editorial Column, 


G E T R E G IS T E R E D . 


The supreme court has just handed down a decision on 
the new primary law, which is givin g birth to a good deal of 
discussion. 
The point upon which the higher court was 
asked to pass was whether the old register of 1908-9 could 
be used at the primaries under the new primary law 111 
A u g u st next. 
T h e court holds that it cannot. 
T h is means 
that in order to be on tlie voting line at the party primaries 
to be held in A u gust the citizen must be enrolled on the new 
great register, and comply with all the requirements of that 
law. 
Not only this but the signers on a petition for a 
party nomination must also be on 
the new register at the 
tim e the petition is filed with the proper officer. 
In other 
words, candidates for a party nomination for county or state 
office must be careful that in getting the signatures of three 
per cent of the party vote at the last election in at least one 
fourth of all the precints withiu the county or district, all the 
signer 
are 
on 
tlie 
new register, and are registered as 
affiliated with the party from which the nomination is sought. 
It is well for every person to get on the register as a party 
man. 
If believing in 
the principles and policies of the 
republican party, he should register as a republican. 
There 
should be no hesitation in declaring his party allegiance. 
He surrenders none of his rights by so doing. 
Oil the con­ 
trary, he will surely forfeit important rights if he fails to do 
so. 
It is well to get registered early, so as to thereby become 
qualified 
to 
sign 
any 
nominating 
petition. 
Wheu the 
nominating petitions sre filed, such names asare noteurolled 
on tlie great register of this 3'ear will not be considered, and 
such names as appear thereon will not be considered 
unless 
the signers are enrolled as belonging to the 
political party 
from which the nomiuaticu is sought 


Hiram Johusou, the well known attorney of San Fran­ 
cisco, and a son of Grove L. Johnson of Sacramento, has 
been persuaded by the Lincoln-Roosevelt leaguers to run for 
the republican 
nomination 
for governor. 
This does not 
mean two republican candidates for governor at the general 
election in November. 
It simply means a contest between 
the regular republican organization and the anti-machine or 
anti-railroad wing, known as the Lincoln-Roosevelt league 
for supremacy at tlie primaries. 
It is a trial of strength 
between 
the 
t vo 
wings within the party lines. 
Alden 
Anderson and Charles F. Curry are the prominent candidates 
on 
the 
regular ticket. 
Iu a 
triangular fight, with the 
regulars divided, the leaguers hope to secure the honor of 
heading the republican ticket for their candidate by con­ 
centrating their forces upou Johnson. 
When the nomination 
has been decided by popular vote of the party, it is expected 
that all factional squabbling will be dropped, and 
regulars 
and irregulars will vie with each other in the effort to elect 


the standard-bearer. 


O ur 
state 
senator 
Caminetti 
is 
apparently 
quietly 
manipulating things with the object of securiug the nomina­ 
tion for governor on the democratic ticket. 
The articles iu 
the Dispatch suggesting his candidacy, if uot inspired by 
him, were undoubtedly published 
with his consent. 
But 
the nominations w ill be disposed of in this campaign in a 
totally different 
manner to old-time ways. 
A politician 
aspiriug toa place 011 the state ticket of any party, is thereby 
cut 
off 
from 
all 
opportunity of seeking a subordinate 
nomination in case of failure to capture the higher prize. 
T h ere will be a raft ot candidates for the empty honor of 
leading the democracy to defeat in the November election. 
Theodore 
l)ell 
is a 
prominent candidate. 
He probably 
banks a good d.al on the splendid vote he received at the 
last election. 
If h is supporters imagine he can hold this 
strength 
this 
year 
they 
are deceiving themselves. 
Iu 
A m ador county Bell ran 600 ahead of his ticket, owing to 
dissatisfaction on the part oí a host of republicans at the 
high-lumded tactics resorted to in the manipulation of state 
aud couuty conventions. 
They scratched the head of their 
ticket as a practical and emphatic method of registering their 
disapproval, aud uot on accouut of any uersoual preference 
for the democratic nominee. 
Not only this, but Bell has 
lost ground otherwise during the past 
four years, aud is 
regarded as a weak candidate to-day.

An im portant suit and one that may 
lead to im portant results later, lias 
just 
been filed in the superior court of this 
county. 
T h e suit is brought by the 
California Storage Water Com pany (a 
corporation) 
vs. 
Ernest 
Krentz 
and 
Sixty-five o th ers named defendants, 
b e ­ 
sides some fortv John Does and Richard 
Roes and is 
for the purpose o f con- 
deming lands along the C alavciJi river 
for a distance of some six m iles 
from 
Petersburg down the river. 
The com ­ 
p lain t.is sw orn to by John W. 
Mc- 
Keehan vice president of the corpora­ 
tion and Sol insky & Wehe appear as tlie 
attorneys. 
This com plaint which 
is 
a 
lengthy 
document o f some seventy-five 
w ritten 
pages sets 
forth the purposes of the 
coinpanv as a public service corporation 
entitled to the 
rights 
of 
“ em inent 
domain” to be for storing w aters 
for 
irrigating purposes, the generating of 
electricity, etc. 
It is set forth that half 
a million acres of land within the scope 
of their irrigation plant, now practically 
without w ater can be made capable of a 
high state of cultivation bv irrigation, 
that the towns of Valley Springs, 
Bur- 
son, Wallace, Jenny Lind and M ilton in 
Calaveras county, Bellota, Linden, Lodi, 
Woodbridge, Peters, Farmington, French 
Camp, Lathrop, Ripon "and Atiar.ta, 
in 
San Joaquin, 
now 
without 
adequate 
water supply, can be supplied by their 
íeservoir. 
It further alleges that from Petersburg 
for a distance of six miles down the 
Calaveras riv e r is a natural 
reservoir 
from one half to live miles w id e in 
which can be stored the flood waters of 
the river, estim ated in the rainy season 
to be 25,000 cubic feet per se c o n d ; that 
a dam 175 feet high and 1000 feet long 
on top h u i l l on said river near 
the 
center of sw 'ii of sec 31 t 4 n r 
11 
e, 
would store 20,000,000,000 cubic feet of 
water each year, sufficient to irrigate 
250.000 acres of land furnish the 
resi­ 
dents with w ater for domestic purposes 
and 
generate 
10,000 
horse 
power 
electricity. 


It is further alleged that the corpora­ 
tion r,;w ow ns the larger portion o f the 
land that would be covered by the re s e r­ 
ve ir site and the water to the am ount of 
1.500.000 m in ers inches; that the r e s e r­ 
voir would cover ten square m iles and 
would render all the land asked for total­ 
ly unfit for other purposes. 
W herefore 
the corporation asks judgment; 
First. 
To be declared a public service co rp ora­ 
tion. 
Second, to have the lands specifically 
described in the complaint condemned 
to the use of tlie corporation. 
Third. 
T hat tlie conflicting claim s to 
any of the lands be judicially 
d e te r­ 
mined. 
Fourth. 
T hat the value of he property 
be assessed separately to each parcel. 
Fifth. 
T h at when payment is m ade or 
satisfactory bond given the plaintiff c o r­ 
poration be put in possession ot the 
property. 
As we understand tlie matter th is is a 
step towards tlie consummation of a big 
project for which Mr McKeehan has 
been working for some time. 
It is not 
intended to prevent future negotiations 
by which title may be acquired on term s 
mutually satisfactory to the parties con­ 
cerned. 
A large amount of capital 
is 
now prom ised 
for the development of 
the project sufficient to carry it to su c­ 
cessful completion, but the investors re­ 
quire assurance that it wili be carried 
through to completion and that all 
legal 
points as to a clear title to the lands re­ 
quired be settled or in a course of se ttle­ 
ment. 
A nother object of bringing the 
suit at this tim e is to prevent any 
other 
parties from doing the same thing and 
so hindering the plans of this co rp ora­ 
tion which have been maturing for 
four 
or five y ears.— Prospect.

w ere 
traveling both to and from it. 
T h e pro ­ 
fessor n o ted the 
direction 
from

w a lk e d a 


short d istan c e that way, 
stopped, 
and 
exam ined th e g ro u n d 
with 
great 
care. 
The "mass o f grass and 
fallen leav es 
| made h is tas k difficult, but after carefu l 
¡scrutiny for p erh ap s a half-hour, 
h e

Percival 
L ow ell, 
the American, 
has made a more th o ro u g h study of the 
planet than any o th e r m an, 
drilling his 
eyes to see and m a n ip u la tin g his splen­ 
did equipm ent so as to reveal the m in u ­ 
test possible d etail, and, as a result of 
h is lahors, he b e lie v e s he has shown a 
regular network 
o f 
several 
hundred 
canals 
connecting 
n u m e r o u s ; dusky 
patches. 
As th e 
bands 
may reach a 
length of 2,000 m il e s and a breadth of 
200 m iles, it has n ot been supposed that 
they are artificial c h a n n e ls ,but that they 
may he vegetation g ro w in g alone artifi­ 
cial w ater-way. 
Low ell 
finds that the 
narrow lines are o fte n hidden and con­ 
fused by the w a v es in the great aerial 
ocean above us, 
s o that they are not 
easily detected a n d o nly seen under the 
best conditions. 
M any astronom ers now 
doubt the e x is te n ce of the canals, w hich 
they have failed to se e w ith even larger 
instum ents, 
and 
th e y state 
that 
the 
dusky spots are to o irreg u lar and natural 
in appearance to su g g e st artificial¡ con­ 
struction. 


The mean h e ig h t of the Antarctic c o n ­ 
t in e n t- a s s u m e d to be m ore than 5,000,­ 
000 m iles in a re a — has been estim ated 
from the d is trib u tio n of 
atm ospheric 
p ressure at 2,000 m ete rs , 6500 feet, 
and 
recent exploration s e e m s to confirm this 
calculation by P ro f. W. Aleinardus. 
If 
th is is nearly co rrect, 
A ntarctica—with 
its ice-cap, 
of c o u r s e — is the 
largest 
m ass of raised land in the world. 
The 
mean height of th e land surface 
of the 
wdrld has been ta k e n at 700 meters, 
but 
the new figures m a k e it 825 meters. 
The dream of e le c tr ic power from the 
a ir is baseless. 
A G erm an calculation 
has shown that th e atm o sp h eric tension 
of many thousand v o lts would yield one 
horse-power over 2,8 8 0 square miles, 50 
over the G em an E m p ire , or 50,000 over 
the entire globe. 


The sand dunes in 
N ew Zealund, 
as 
stated iu an official report by Dr. 
C ock­ 
ayne, cover 24,000 a cre s 
in the South 
Island, and 290,000 a c re s in the North 
Island, the dunes 
o f w estern 
W elling­ 
ton stretching 170 m ile s along the sea 
w ith an area of m o re than 90,000 acres. 
T he formation o f th e deposits begins 
w ith the d isin te g ra tio n of rocks 
on the 
m ountain side. 
T h e m aterial broken up 
by frost action and w eath erin g is carried 
down the 
rivers 
re ac h in g the sea in 
various degrees o f 
fineness, 
and some 
addition to the s a n d 
is m ads by the 
direct erosion of t h e sea-w aves. 
U nlike 
ordinary river and s e a sands, 
the par­ 
ticles making up d u n e s are thoroughly 
rounded by wear. 
T h e plants of the 
dunes are mostly lon g -stem m ed grass s, 
sedges and sp u rg es, w h ic h are actually 
benefitted by partial burial, and they are 
alm ost essential 
to th e dunes, 
which 
seldom begin to a c c u m u la te unless some 
form of vegetation s to p s the drift. Wind 
action is checked by a rem arkable «cantv 
plant growth. 
T h e tu fts of grass or 
sedge may be not m o r e than a foot tall, 
with two-thirds of th e sand uncovered, 
and yet the d u n e 
m ay be surpisinglv 
stable and 
show 
little 
effects 
from 
ordinary storms. 
E uropean experience 
leads to the belief th a t the New Zealand 
waste will be re c la im e d , eventually 
be­ 
ing converted into forest-land. 


If the c o ai-su b stitu te schem e of Fomer 
Busby 
is ever w o rk e d out, 
suburban 
batteries of huge 
w in d m ills will com ­ 
press a ir in a s u ita b le system of reser­ 
v oirs and pipe lin e s, so that energy for 
factory and d o m estic m otors cn be drawn 
from city streets, 
lik e 
w ater from the 
service mains. 
S u c h 
engines 
could 
even produce e le c tric ity 
for lighting, 
cooking and 
h eatin g . 
The 
immense 
windm ills, 
each d e v elo p in g 25 horse­ 
power or more, w o u ld have arms 59 feet 
across, and it is pro p o sed that immense 
steel towers, 500 feet hig h , 
be erected, 
w ith u separate w in d m ill ut each 
100- 
foot level, so as to catch the breezes ut 
each height, 
it 
is 
believed that the 
stroijg air currents a lw a y s blowing at the 
top would keep ttie co m p re sso r at work. 
% 
M oulds for c astin g are now made from 
carborundum; w h ic h is finely powdered, 
m ixed with sugar a n d clay, made plastic 
w ith mortar, shaped, 
and 
then 
baked. 
S uch moulds are e s p e c ia lly useful for 
articles of a lu m in u m , w h ich is chilled 
and made fine and d e n s e r, the carborun­ 
d u m —unlike the u s u a l 
sand—being ' a 
good conductor of h e at. 


Hlait-furnaoe 
slag, already utilized 
for Portland tement, is now beiug con­ 
verted experimentally into other build­ 


ing material by a Liverpool company. 
C e rta in proportions of san d and soda, 
an d som etim es a little lim e , 
are added 
to the blast-furnace, and th is causes the 
slag to be 
made into glass, 
w hich 
is 
cast into blocks or rolled into sheets, 
w ith or 
without 
en clo sed 
wire. 
The 
m a te ria l can be shaped in to strong and 
d u rab le artificial slates, 
paving blocks, 
b u ild in g blocks, bricks, slab s and tiles. 
If the sulphate of soda and 
sand cannot 
b e charged direct into th e blast-furnace, 
th e sand can be run into a reverhcratory 
furnace and the m ixed sa n d and sulphate 
o f soda melted down 
into the 
slag. 
Roofing slates of this n e w glass are not 
only absolutely im p erv io u s to rain but 
have also the possible 
advantage 
for 
so m e purposes of being transparent.

They c o n sist of lead nr zinc, 
o xide, 
pigments and oil. 
To remove 
paint 
from any fab ric you 
m ust first extract 
the oil and th en the solid coloring m atter 
can he b ru s h e d off. 
Old dried 
paint 
spots m ust first be softened by th e 
a p ­ 
plication o f c ta l oil an then mav lie 
r e ­ 
moved 
in 
th e 
sam e m anner as 
fresh 
spots. 
To rem o v e these, 
im m erse the 
spot for n s h o rt tim e in either n a p th a or 
chloroform and then rub the spot 
dry, 
rubbing on th e hack or wrong s id e 
of 
the fabric 
V arnish and tar may b e 
r e ­ 
moved 
in 
th e 
sam e 
m anner 
as 
old 
paints. 
T hat is, first use the coal oil to 
soften the spot and the solvent 
to 
r e ­ 
move the spots. 


Spots m ad e by the accidental d ro p p in g 
of foods a re of th ree kinds.

either acid, greasy or sticky from
